Dochwat contacted a neighbor 
who put out the fire with an 
extingusher that Dochwat kept 
inside _the“home.-The blaze was 
out before firefighters arrived. 

“J went and grabbed it (the 
fire extinguisher),”’ she said, 
“but I was so upset I couldn't 
figure-out-how-to-work_it,-so the 
neighbor-did it-for me.”” 

The blaze caused approximate- 
ly $20,000 damage to the home, 
firemen_said..Much of the dam- 
age was caused by smoke, they 
said. 

In_ addition to the fire, the 
kitchen and two bedrooms in the 
house were ransacked, police 
said. A piggy bank, ~full—of 
assofted coins, was taken.

Easter egg

Easter season always brings 
to mind the coloring and deco- 
rating of eggs to fill traditional 
Easter baskets for children. But 
there are also religious ceremo- 
nies that involve decorated eggs. 

Eggs with Christian symbols 
will be included in the Ukrainian 
portions of this weekend's ser- 
vices at St. Mary’s Greek Ortho- 
dox Church, 1312 Iowa St., Madi- 
son. 

The pastor, the Rev. Robert 
Piorkowski, is an authority on 
the egg symbols, which include 
ribbon and dot patterns, net 
designs, baskets, triangles, lad- 
ders, stars, roses, pine needles, 
fish, deer, horses, birds, grape- 
vines and butterflies. 

Many widely-differing Easter 
egg traditions have evolved 
throughout the world, related to 
specitr countries and church 
observances. 

The decorated eggs that are 
utilized range from those with 
simple coloring to eggs which 
are elaborately designed and 
embellished. Along with the eggs 
used in religious rituals are those 
decorated by families or for com- 


—mercial markets, 


Folk art has close links to the 
Ukrainian Easter eggs. 

Rev. Piorkowski relates that 
the egg has been ociated with 
mythical and~ religious —ceremo- 
nies from the earliest times. 
With the advent of Christiani 
the egg became the representa- 
tion of man’s rebirth. In 98% 
A.D., when Ukraine ,accepted 
Christianity, the decorated East- 
er egg became an important 


EDWARDSVILLE — A 14-year 
prison sentence was given 
Thursday to Granite Citian 
James Albert Seisser for the 
March 4, 1986 slaying of James 
Buddy Clubb. A 

-Seisser,-49,—pleaded_ guilty to 
voluntary manslaughter in 
March, He was sentenced Thurs- 
day in circuit court by Madison 
County Circuit Judge Paul Riley. 
The 14-year sentence was one 
year less than the maximum 
term for voluntary. manslaugh- 
ter. 

Mr. Clubb, 68;-was-shot in the 
abdomen with a .38-caliber 
revolver outside his apartment 
at 1728 Cleveland Blvd. There 
was an apparent dispute about 
money owed to Seisser. Clubb 
died the following day at St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center. 

Though Seisser and Mr. Clubb 
had apartments in the same 
building, Seisser was spending 
most of his time in Cottage Hills 
at the time of Mr. Clubb’s slay- 


- ing, police said. 


Mr. Clubb’s wife, Linda, testi- 
fied during the sentencing hear- 
ing that her husband had helped 
support her and a 39-year-old 
retarded son. 

Under cross-examination by 
Seisser’s attorney, Madison 
‘County Public Defender John 
Rekowski, Linda testified she 
and her husband sold drugs from 
their residence-and that-she-was- 
twice convicted of selling drugs.

Capt. Jack Fields, county jail 
superintendent, testified Seisser 
was a trusty &t the jail and an 
exemplary prisoner. 

Seisser’s wife, Nancy, testified 
she and her husband had been 
married for 11 years and had 
three young sons. Seisser had 
always tried to provide for the 
family and was not violent, she 
said. _ 

Testifying in his 6wn_behalf, 
Seisser said he wasn’t sure who 

ulled the trigger when Mr. 

‘Jubb was shot. Seisser and_Mr_ 
Clubb struggled after Seisser 
lunged at him with a gun and 
that both had their hands on the 
gun when it fired, he testified. 

“T’m-sorry that-it happened,” 
Seisser said: ‘‘I didn’t intend to 
shoot anybody.’” 

Seisser went to the apartment 
to collect on a debt for a car he 
had_sold to Mr. Clubb, he said. 
Mr. Clubb handed Séisser-a “gun 
from a table, to show it to him, 
shortly after ‘he walked in, Seis- 
ser said. 

Seisser said ‘he had gone to 
Mr.-Clubb’s apartment with a

Seisser was arrested March 
24, 1986 at his mother’s home in 
Columbia, Tenn.

said the defense was trying to 
.show that Mr. Clubb ‘‘deserved to

Though long, Seisser’s crimi- 
nal history contained 10 “‘signifi- 
cant’? convictions, none for vio- 
lent crimes, Rekowski said. The 
shooting, he said, was an acci- 
dent. He noted the closeness of 
Seisser’s family relationship 

An upstanding ‘citizen wouldn’t 
have gone to see_Mr._Clubb with 
a loaded gun, Riley said. Riley 
was impressed by Seisser’s close 
family ties,’he said, but also had 
sympathy for Mr. Clubb’s wife 
and- family. 

Riley “satd—he—woutd-tike--to 
believe Seisser had learned a 
lesson, but couldn’t ignore his 
criminal history,. including five 
felonies, in imposing the sen- 
tence.

eggs. These heritages are passed 
down from mother to daughter 
through generations 

* Dyes originally were made 
from dried plants, roots, barks 
or berries."” 

Wax is applied to the egg by 
an instrument called a kistka, 
made from a thin brass cone 
with a pinpoint opening, 
attached to a stick. 

Conforming to the tradition, 
the beeswax is heated on coal in 
a large jar. The eggs also are 
kept warm prior to decorating, 
since-wax hardens too rapidly on 
a cold egg. 

The next step is for the craf- 
twomen to create the design and 
colors, each phase being sealed 
with wax, progressing from light 
to dark colors 

The most. exciling part of the 
process is the removal of the 
wax. The egg is placed in an 
oven until the wax reaches its 
melting point. It is removed and 
wiped gently with a cloth, and 
then the beauty of -the pysanka 
is revealed. For a glaze, shellac 
thinned with alcohol is applied 
with a cloth, repeatedly until the 
desired gloss is achieved.
